Bush vows U.S. will not leave Iraq ‘until the job is done’ 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | An audiotape purport- 
edly made by Saddam Hussein told Iraqis 
on Sunday to step up their resistance to 
the U.S. -led occupation, saying the United 
States and its allies misjudged the difficulty 
of occupying Iraq. 

The CIA said it would analyze the tape, 
broadcast on the Arabic language television 
station AI-Arabiya. 


President Bush dismissed the tape as 
propaganda. “I suspect it’s same old stuff. 
... We’re not leaving until the job is done, 
pure and simple,” Bush said. 

The speaker, who sounded like the oust- 
ed Iraqi leader, told Iraqis that the “road of 
jihad [holy war] and resistance” is the only 
one to make the “armies of the unjust occu- 
pation leave our country.” 


A news editor at AI-Arabiya said the 
recording was delivered to the station by tele- 
phone a few minutes before it was aired. 

The speaker on the tape used Saddam’s 
rhetorical styles, including references to 
President Bush and British Prime Minister 
Tony Blair as “liars” and calling the White 
House the “Black House.” He also criticized 
Iraqis who cooperate with coalition forces, 
calling them “stray dogs that walk alongside 
the caravan.” hamzahendawi(ap)

Making the 
Unbreakable 
Secret Code 

NEW YORK I Code-makers could be on the 
verge of winning their ancient arms race 
with code -breakers. 

After 20 years of research, an encryp- 
tion process is emerging that is considered 
unbreakable because it employs the mind- 
blowing laws of quantum physics. 

This month, a small startup called MagiQ 
Technologies Inc. began selling what appears 
to be the first commercially available system 
that uses individual photons to transfer the 
numeric keys that are widely used to encode 
and read secret documents. 

Photons, particles of energy, are so sensi- 
tive that if anyone tries to spy on their travel 
from one point to another, their behavior will 
change, tipping off the sender and recipient 
and invalidating the stolen code. 

Called Navajo — a nod to the American 
Indian code specialists of World War II — 
MagiQ’s encryption system costs $50,000 to

CHICAGO 

Study; Skin Cancer Often 
Linked to Other Cancers 

Women with common, usually non- 
fatal forms of skin cancer face dou- 
ble the risk of developing unrelated 
cancers, according to a large study, 
suggesting that the initial diagnosis 
maybe more worrisome that previ- 
ously thought. The skin cancer link 
was found for several malignancies, 
including cancer of the brain, breasts 
and uterus. It was even stronger for 
liver cancer, which had a five times 
higher risk, and lung cancer, which 
had triple the risk. The results appear 
in the January issue of Cancer, an 
American Cancer Societyjoumal. (ap)

Sex Offenders Less Likely to 
Commit Crimes After Prison 

Sex offenders are less likely to be 
rearrested after their release from 
prison than other criminals, a gov- 
ernment study released Sunday 
finds. The Justice Department study 
of 9,691 men convicted of rape, sex- 
ual assault and child molestation 
who were released in 1994 found 
43 percent were arrested for any 
type of crime within three years, 
compared with 68 percent for all 
other former inmates, (ap) 


Defense Seeks 
To Block Death 
In Rudolph Case 

BIRMINGHAM, ALA. | Lawyers for seri- 
al bombing suspect Eric Rudolph 
are trying to block the government 
from seeking the death penalty when 
he goes to trial for a fatal attack on 
an abortion clinic, but they’re 
not optimistic about winning. 

On Monday, they planned to meet 
with a Justice Department panel that 
will consider whether to recommend 
trying Rudolph for a capital crime or 
for a maximum life sentence. 

Defense attorneys Richard Jaffe 
and Bill Bowen were expected to 
argue that only circumstantial evi- 
dence links Rudolph to the bombing 
in Birmingham on Jan. 29, 1998, that 
killed an off-duty police officer and 
injured a clinic nurse. But while the 
panel will make a recommendation 
on Rudolph’s case, the final decision 
will be up to Attorney General John 
Ashcroft. (AP)

Plan promises seniors

WASHINGTON | President Bush on 
Sunday enthusiastically backed a 
tentative agreement on legislation 
to give older Americans a new pre- 
scription drug benefit, part of sweep- 
ing changes to the government-run 
Medicare program. 

“I will be actively pushing the bill” 
in the coming days to ensure passage. 
Bush said, leading the effort to over- 
come anticipated resistance from 
Democrats and some Republicans. 

Republican congressional leaders 
on Saturday announced the break- 
through on the legislation, which 
would mark the largest-ever expan- 
sion of Medicare. Republicans hope 
to pass it by week’s end. 

Many details remained unknown 
Sunday as congressional staff worked 
on the cost of the bill — which can-

Blanco, the state’s Democratic 
lieutenant governor, defeated con- 
servative Indian-American Bobby 
Jindal with 52 percent of the vote 
in a runoff election Saturday that 
dashed the Republican Party’s hopes 
for a sweep of the Deep South. And 
while Blanco acknowledged she still 
was getting adjusted to the new title, 
she offered an outline of her plans. 

“After we hugged everyone and 
received congratulations from 
everyone, we got down to the busi- 
ness of organizing,” Blanco, 60, said 
Sunday.

Group with ties to 
bin Ladens network 
elaims responsibility 

ISTANBUL, TURKEY I An Arab 
newspaper reported Sunday that 
it received a claim of responsibil- 
ity from al Qaeda for the car bomb 
attacks that killed 23 people in two 
Istanbul synagogues a day earlier. 

The statement received by the 
London-based daily Al-Quds Al- 
Arabi, a copy of which was obtained 
by The Associated Press, said the 
group carried out the attack because 
it believed that agents of Mossad, 
Israel’s intelligence agency, were in 
the synagogues. 


Abdel Bari Atwan, the news- 
paper’s editor, told the pan-Arab 
cable station Al-Jazeera that the 
claim was received by e-mail from 
the Abu Hafs al-Masri Brigades, 
which has been identified as part 
of al Qaeda. 

Israeli and Turkish intelligence 
and explosives experts have teamed 
to investigate the bombings, which 
wounded more than 300 people, 
both Jews at the synagogues and 
Muslim bystanders on the streets. 

Officials found two bodies fitted 
with wire, and one of them matched 
partial remains found in one of the 
attack cars, media reported, sug- 
gesting that the explosions were set 
off by suicide bombers, f. demilio (ap) 


Taliban Held in U.N. Death 


Aid workers said to be 
targets in Afghanistan 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I A French 
woman was shot and killed in an 
Afghan bazaar Sunday, becoming 
the first U.N. foreign aid worker to 
be slain in the country since the fall 
of the Taliban regime two years ago. 
Police identified the captured assail- 
ants as pro -Taliban militants. 

Bettina Goislard, 29, worked 
with the U.N. High Commissioner 


for Refugees in Ghazni province, 
and was traveling in the provincial 
capital in a white vehicle clearly 
marked with the agency’s letters, 
officials said. 

The killing of Goislard seemed 
to be the latest indication that 
stepped-up Taliban attacks are now 
targeting the United Nations. Also 
Sunday, a remote-controlled bomb 
exploded near a U.N. vehicle carry- 
ing three Afghan employees in the 
eastern province of Paktia, but they 
escaped injury, officials said, (ap) 


FARC Blamed For 
Nightclub Attacks 

BOGOTA, COLOMBIA | Workers 
scrambled to repair Bogota’s 
upscale nightclub district Sunday, 
hours after suspected rebels explod- 
ed grenades at two bars frequented 
by Americans, killing a Colombian 
woman and injuring at least 72 oth- 
ers. It was not immediately known if 
Americans were among the dead. 

Police blamed the nation’s larg- 
est rebel group, the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia, or 
FARC, for the attacks, (ap)

CHESAPEAKE, VA. | The photo flashed 
on a big screen for jurors was the 
very picture of innocence: a scraw- 
ny boy, neatly dressed and carry- 
ing a Bible. 

That boy was Lee Boyd Malvo, 
before the sniper shooting spree 
that terrified Washington, D.C.- 
area residents last fall — and before 
the teenager met his fellow suspect, 
John Allen Muhammad. 

On Monday, a jury in Virginia 
Beach will resume trying to reach a 
verdict in Muhammad’s trial as anoth- 
er jury in Chesapeake is to begin hear- 
ing testimony in Malvo’s trial. 

The defense tactics in each case 
are markedly different. 

Muhammad, when he acted 
as his own lawyer, said that the 
evidence would show he did not 
commit the crimes. Malvo’s law- 
yers told jurors they would not 
suggest authorities had the wrong 
man. However, they say Malvo is 
innocent by reason of insanity. 

Jurors in Muhammad’s trial 
learned relatively little about 
Muhammad’s personal life. By

contrast, Malvo’s attorneys stressed 
the personal during their opening 
statement Thursday.

Md., D.C. Metrobuses to Test SmarTrip 


WASHINGTON | Nearly 100 
Metrobuses traveling routes in 
eastern parts of the District and 
in Prince George’s County will be 
added Monday to a program test- 
ing expanded use of SmarTrip cards, 
Metro said last week. 

New fareboxes that allow passen- 
gers to pay for trips using the rechai^e- 
able, hard plastic cards were first put 
on 85 buses operating in Arlington last 


year, and are being added to 98 buses 
in D.C. and Maryland for a 60 -day 
test. Metro hopes to eventually equip 
all of its nearly 1,500 buses with the 
new fareboxes. 

The technology is already used 
in the rail system and in Metro 
parking lots.

Scholarships Aid 
D.C. College Efforts 

WASHINGTON |A steady stream of 
city residents are attending colleges 
far from home, as they take advantage 
of a federally funded grant program 
— the District of Columbia Tuition 
Assistance Grant Program, or TAG. 

TAG was created by Congress 
four years ago to give D.C. resi- 
dents the opportunity to attend 
public colleges and universities 


at in- state tuition rates. There are 
now more than 5,000 D.C. residents 
receiving TAG money. The average 
grant has been $6,700. 

Before 1999, the University of the 
District of Columbia was the only 
public institution available to city 
residents at in- state tuition rates. 
Critics warned the program would 
spark an enrollment decline at UDC, 
but records indicate no significant 
impact. At the same time, applica- 
tions to schools outside the region 
have more than doubled, (ap)

A CONTENTIOUS Metro Budget 
Committee vote last week to elim- 
inate several low-performing bus 
routes gave onlookers — and board 
members — a refresher on why the 
legislative process is often compared 
to making sausage. 

The debate heated up when it 
turned to the Nll/13 route connect- 
ing Prince George’s County, Md., 
and Alexandria, Va. Members 
caused a minor fracas when they 
asked for a rare recorded vote, 
rather than the often-used voice 
vote, on whether to substitute the 
measure for one that would give the 
route a six-month reprieve. 

When Harold M. Bartlett, secre- 
tary to the board, stood to explain a 
parliamentary detail to confused- 
looking members, Virginia mem- 
ber Katherine K. Hanley told him 
to sit down (she later apologized, 
citing the confusion in the room). 
The board then voted on the motion 
— twice, just to be sure. 

D.C. member Gladys W. Mack 
said the issue came before the board 
faster than usual. “The reason that 
went the way it did was because 
folks didn’t get a chance ahead of 
time to feel each other out and to 
see where the tolerance was, and 
... that all evolved here in kind of a 
very messy way.”

F U N D S I As if finding a safe invest- 
ment wasn’t tricky enough, the 
widening mutual fund investiga- 
tion has made it even harder for 
investors to figure out where to 
put their money. 

Market watchers predict some 
investors will start limiting their 
search to firms untarnished by 
the scandal. Managers of large 
pension and retirement plans are 
already steering clear of the trou- 
bled firms. 

There are a number of compa- 
nies that continue to look good, said 
Russel Kinnel, director of fund anal- 
ysis at Momingstar, a fund and stock 
research firm. Among those consid- 
ered more shareholder-friendly are 
Capital Research & Management’s 
American Funds, Vanguard Group, 
T. Rowe Price Group Inc. and 
Fidelity Investments. 

“That’s not to say they’re perfect 
by any means, but their priorities 
are right, their compliance is good 
and they think for the long term,” 
Kinnel said. 

Federal and state regulators 
are examining trading practices 
at a number of fund firms where 
they say the needs of individual 
customers were sacrificed so a 
few large investors could make 
short-term profits. The case has 
focused on after-hours trading, 
which is against federal law, and

market- timing, which is not ille- 
gal but is widely prohibited because 
it dilutes the returns of long-term 
investors. 

Momingstar has recommend- 
ed investors consider selling 
funds from five firms implicated 
in the scandal — Bank of America’s 
Nations Funds, Bank One Corp., 
Janus Capital Group, Strong Capital 
Management Inc. and Fred Alger & 
Co. — because their problems are 
serious enough that the risks out- 
weigh any potential rewards. 

It recommends limiting invest- 
ments in Putnam Investments and 
AllianceBernstein from Alliance 
Capital, also named in the case, 
because they have serious ethical 
and management issues to tackle. 

If you’re thinking of offloading a 
fund implicated in the scandal, it’s 
important to examine commission 
costs and your tax situation to make 
sure it’s worth it to sell. But the most 
important question, as always, is 
whether you trust the company 
that’s managing your investment, 
said Morningstar’s Kinnel. 

“You have to read about what 
they did wrong, what they’ve done to 
fix it and decide for yourself wheth- 
er this is a firm you can trust to do 
right by you,” Kinnel said. But don’t 
panic. “This isn’t something that’s 
going to kill a fund’s value over- 
night.” MEG RICHARDS (AP)

How long do you anticipate that 
this super-strong D.C. real estate 
market will last? 

Duncan: The U.S. real estate 
market is going to stay strong for 
at least the next couple of years 
and the bulk of the next decade. 
Demographic considerations like 
the baby boomers and immigra- 


tion will drive housing demand to 
grow at a faster pace than the supply 
is hitting the market. Interest rates 
are expected to rise modestly over 
the next two years, reaching about 
7 percent by the end of 2005. Rates 
at that level will not dramatically 
slow the housing market. Housing 
price appreciation will slow but pric- 
es will not fall. 

After seeing some of the huge 
amounts people are paying for 
homes in my neighborhood, I’m 
curious about how these sorts of 
purchases are financed. 

Duncan: Somewhere between 
10 and 20 percent of all homes are 


purchased with cash. This is more 
prevalent in the upper end of the 
market. In addition, between 35 
and 40 percent of all households 
own their home outright. 

I bought my first home in May. 

Since then, I’ve been spending 
money like water to fix it up. My 
savings are almost gone. Is buying 
a house really the right thing to do 
to secure a good financial future? 

Duncan: Since World War II 
there has never been a year in the 
United States when average home 
prices fell. Investment in a home has 
been a conservative investment but 
effective for the vast middle class.

One of “Joan’s” charms is that she 
never takes God too seriously.

OSCAR-WORTHY BONUS POINT: 
An absorbing documentary about 
Gollum finally gives people the 
opportunity to see Andy Serkis — 
the actor who “played” Gollum for 
the computer whizzes — at work. 
His physical dedication to the part 
and his convincing performance 
prove that the Academy Award 
nomination he was denied would 
have been well deserved. 

DROOL-INDUCING BONUS POINT: 
Listen up, ladies. On disc four, in

Davis scores winning 
touchdown in 20-17 
victory over Redskins 

PRO FOOTBALL I Stephen Davis was 
careful all week to keep his level of 
dislike for the Washington Redskins 
bottled up. Scoring the winning 
touchdown against his former team 
allowed him to release it. 

Davis screamed as he exited his 
post-game news conference, a jubi- 
lant cry after he lifted the Carolina 
Panthers to a 20 -17 victory over the 
Redskins on Sunday. 

After seven seasons, three of 
them 1,000 -yard years, and two Pro 
Bowl appearances, Davis couldn’t 
believe he was cast off. 

So he set out for a “take -that, 
Steve Spurrier” game and deliv- 
ered with the winning score on a 
3 -yard run with 1:09 remaining to 
help Carolina (8-2) continue its roll 
through the NFC. 

“It was personal, very personal,” 
he said softly. 


But Davis didn’t get off to the 
greatest start, fumbling on his 
first carry — he later chalked it 
up to nerves — and spending long 
gaps alone on the bench with a 
towel over his head as he rested 
the sprained ankle that sidelined 
him last week. 

But after Patrick Ramsey put the 
Redskins (4-6) up 17-13 with 4:19 
to play on a 10 -yard pass to Patrick 
Johnson, Davis stepped up. 

After a 30 -yard completion to 
Steve Smith to the 7, Davis broke 
a tackle at the line and used a huge 
second effort for a 6 -yard gain, 
then took another handoff and 
barely scored before the ball was 
knocked out of his hands. 

“I don’t think he scored, but it’s 
not my call,” safety Matt Bowen 
said. Davis went to the sidelines and 
stood alone to watch Washington’s 
final drive. Ramsey threw four con- 
secutive incompletions and Davis 
rushed out onto the field to celebrate 
with the defense when it was over.

In light of Sen. John Kerry’s decline 
and Sen. John Edwards’s increase 
in press coverage, how would you 
handicap the race for third place in 
Iowa and New Hampshire? Is there a 
possibility that Edwards or Rep. Dick 
Gephardt could snatch second place 
from Kerry in New Hampshire? 

At this point, Kerry is looking 
like the number three guy, although 
I don’t think Edwards is out of it. 
And in New Hampshire, the number 
three spot looks totally up for grabs. 
Your guess is as good as mine. 

If Howard Dean wins the nomina- 
tion, how hard will it be for him to 
get the support of Gephardt, Kerry, 
Lieberman and the “pro-war” fac- 
tion? 

I think if Dean wins, it’s going 
to be tough, and not just for the 
reason you mention. There seems 
to be some real animosity toward 
Dean, beyond the fact that he is the 
front-runner. Some of it is ideologi- 
cal, but some of it is personal, too. 
He has ruffled a lot of feathers with 
his assertion that he represents the 
Democratic wing of the Democratic 
party. Having said that, I think the 
candidates you mentioned and their 
constituencies dislike Bush more. I 
think they would rally around Dean 
if he wins the nomination. 

Who do you think are the first-tier 
candidates now that the primary 
season is about to begin? 

In no particular order: Dean, 
Clark, Gephardt. I think border- 
ing on the first-tier are Kerry and 
Lieberman. I think Edwards is 
struggling to get into the bordering 
on the first tier group. But I think a 
lot of discussion about tiers at this 
point is kind of silly. Two months 
from now, the picture could look 
very different.
